Mr. Bingham summed up the 
Roosevelt administration's foreign 
policy as that of “a good neighbor.”

Parliament has finally prorogued—without 
telling Canadians wpether they are are not 
within their legal rights if they accept titles, nor 
whether if accepted these honors will be recog- 
nized.

members that deflation in three years had cost 
Canada more than four years of world war. He 
was well within the mark. But every suggestion of 
readjusting the value of money to check the de- 
flation was treated with contempt by the Govern- 
ment and its majority. 

Nor wae anything done in any other direction, 
save reducing the interest fate on postal saving 
deposits, to break the dead-lock and bring things 
again into balance. The position taken and con- 
sistently kept was that the Government and par- 
liament could do nothing to mend matters; they 
must simply run their course, if that course ended 
in universal bankruptcy. 

Events have supplied the comment on that plea 
of helplessness. The President of a foreign country 
in six weeks did more to restore life to Canadian 
business and confidence to the Canadian people 
than our Government and parliament did in six 
months of talk. And he did it by adopting the very 
means our Ministers had rejected with sneers. 

Parliament never sat longer, did less, or con- 
fronted a situation that so demanded drastic action. 
It was high time the dreary spectacle was brought 
to an end and the public given a chance to forget 
the absence of anything resembling national 
leadership.

Sandison, the bonanza farmer of Brandon, who 
has been held up to admiring thousands of pro- 
spective immigrants to the Northwest as a model 
of what man could do here without capital, appears 
to have been a Napoleon of finance as weil as a 


bonanza farmer. In fact it now appears that his 
farming was a matter of finance rather than of 
crop. He has disappeared, leaving his available 
assets to the amount of about $30,000 to the banks, 
leaving his employees about $15,000 out and the 
rest of the public between $50,000 and $75,000 be- 
hind the game. Bonanza farming is not the kind of 
farming for this country.

There are preliminary quakes and erup- 
tions. After the main quake or eruption there are 
lesser tremors and belchings before the earth quiets 
again. 

This isn't written to frighten anyone from going 
to California, but it’s a consideration to consider.

It's just two years more than a century since 
Redfield and Sir William Reid in the West Indies 
commenced their study of hurricanes, which led to 
the enunciation of the mariners “Law of Storms.” 
Seismologists are working to enunciate a law of 
earthquakes that will be comparable to the law of 
storms? 

Big ships nowadays do not experience the ter- 
rible storms that sailing ship captains of last cen- 
tury knew—and sometimes perished in. It isn't 
because there are no big storms today, but be- 
cause the structure and conduct and path of storms 
are known. Information about their locality and 
direction are sent out, so mariners may avoid them. 
Readers who want to know more about the sub- 
ject than this column can afford should read Laugh- 
ton and Heddon’s work on “Great Storms.” It is 
published in the Deep Sea Library. They tell about 
most of the great storms of history—of the great 
storm of 1703 that blew down castles and trees, 
flooded the Severn Valley twenty feet deep, and 
drove hundreds of vessels ashore with a loss of 
over 8000 lives; of the great storm that dispersed 
the Spanish Armada, of the great storm after Tra- 
falgar, the storm that blew down the Tay Bridge, 
and numerous tales of ships fighting terrible hurri- 
canes. They tell of the eruption of Krakatoa when 
the great volcano shot clouds of dust into the 
stratosphere, so that for months after, in all parts 
of the world, people saw green clouds and a blue 
sun; of the terrible disaster at Martinique when 
only a negro murderer in a dungeon was saved 
ashore, and of the nineteen ships in harbour, only 
one, the British steamer Roddam escaped. 


The Roddam had just dropped anchor when 
Capt. Freeman saw smoke and cinders engulf the 
town. When the cloud of hot gases struck his ship, 
some of the men on deck jumped overboard. Capt. 
Freeman, signalling for full speed ahead, and un- 
able to slip his anchors, managed to get suffi- 
cient way on his vessel to tear the anchors away. 
Alone, like Casabianca on the deck, with the hot 
ashes falling around him, Capt. Freeman stood at 
the wheel. When his hands were too badly burned 
to grasp the spokes; he steered by his elbows.

All hurricanes, even when their path is thou- 
sands of miles wide, are of cyclonic form. They 
revolve around a centre, moving in a direct line, 
much like eddies in a swift running stream, or 
dust spirals on a windy street. The centre of the 
storm is usually calm and clear, but woe betide 
the mariner who gets into it. With the partial 
vacuum, the centre has waves like sharp pyramids, 
boiling in all directions. 

One of the most interesting stories is of the 
British destroyers “D" and “X", which a few years 
before the war were caught in a typhoon in the 
China Seas. They had to go through the centre 
of the storm to avoid being driven onto an unknown 
lee shore in weather that prevented visibility. 

Though the commander of the “X”" had 7000 
horsepower beneath his decks, he could only with 
safety make progress through the typhoon at three 
knots, though he had to make steam revolutions 
of 10 to 12 knots to do it.

Only those who have been on a destroyer, or 
seen one in a seaway, can appreciate the pilght 
of the two vessels—their great length causing them 
at times to be clear out of the water to their for- 
ward funnel, to make a sickening dive while a 
mountain of breaking water rushed on them, De- 
stroyers’ ‘plates are only 3-16 of an inch thick. Im- 
agine the feelings of men as their craft took a 
belly-flop into the raging seas, or was brought up 
standing, at knowing their lives depended on the 
holding power of countersunk rivets in 3-16 plates.

PINEAPPLE JUICE CONTAINS DIGESTIVE 
ENZYME 

A number of years ago, after much experimen- 
tation, I found that pineapple juice was distinctly 
valuable for some patients, especially in catarrhal 
troubles or where there was an incomplete diges- 
tion of protein foods. These experiments were con- 
ducted with fresh pineapple but, because fresh 
pineapple was not always readily obtainable and 
that which could be bought was often too green, 
1 only advised pineapple occasionally. I tested out 
the canned product sold at that time and did not 
find it as satisfactory. A few months ago the can- 
ners of pineapple started to use the vacuum pro- 
cess, which has been found to conserve the vita- 
mins in tomato juice, orange juice and other prod- 
ucts, and I have again conducted some experiments 
with this new product, for which it can be called 
since it has distinctly healthful properties. 

The unsweetened juice may be used in short 
fasts by those who wish to reduce weight quickly. 
A similar short fast also scems to be of value for 
those who do not have enough hydrochloric acid 
produced in their stomachs, and the pineapple juice, 
when heated, makes an excellent gargle to loosen 
up the tight mucilaginous phlegm that is present 
in catarrhal disorders and in bronchitis. 

The medicinal effects apparently come from the 
citric acid content, the large amount of alkaline ele- 
ments contained and a peculiar substance or pro- 
teolytic enzyme called “bromelin.” This enzyme 
is closely chemically related to the trypsin or pan- 
creatic secretion that digests proteins. Its action 
converts foods into peptonates and proteoses, in 
fact, really digests the proteins. The pineapple 
juice is obtained principally from the flesh that 
closely adheres to the pineapple skin, where this 
enzyme or ferment is most prevalent. 

There is only one other edible fruit known that 
contains a similar digestive ferment and that is 
the tropical papaw which contains papain. This 
latter fruit, however, differs from pineapple in not 
being obtainable in northern markets as it has 
never been extensively canned. 

I do not advise the use of pineapple with starchy 
foods; however, it may be used both in the sliced 
or crushed form or the juice may be used in pre- 
paring desserts to go with protein meals. When 
used in this way, it is of some value in assisting 
the digestion. 

I do not advise pineapple juice iasts for those 
who are not under the supervision of someone who 
understands fasting and dieting. However, one 
wishing to reduce might use the unsweetened pine- 
apple juice in place of a regular luncheon and in 
this way cut down the regular food intake and 
at the same time supply the vitamins and mineral 
elements that are required by the body. The prin- 
cipal minerals contained in pineapple juice are 
the salts of potash, lime and magnesium. A small 
amount of the juice also makes ah excellent appt- 
tizer if used about one-half hour before breakfast. 

Most of the pineapple that is*sold in the sliced 
or crushed form contains a sugar syrup. I believe 
that the pineapple canners would find quite a large 
demand for a first quality sliced pineapple pre- 
pared without sugar, just as they have found a de- 
mand for the unsweetened pineapple juice, which 
is the type I fee! free to endorse. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Eddie B. writes: “Will you 
kindly explain in plain language the cause of 
shingles, the symptoms, and if there is a cure?” 

ANSWER: The name “Shingles” is given toa 
disorder caused by the deposit of toxic substances 
along certain nerve trunks. It always occurs on 
one side of the body at a time, and is most fre- 
quently found on the upper back or around the 
ribs on one side. The nerves are inflamed by the 
toxins, and the skin breaks out in a rash wherever 
the most irritation exists. The cure is through 
diet and no local treatments are very effective. 
A fast taken at the onset of the disorder will has- 
ten the cure, but even under this treatment it 
often takes a week or ten days for the eruption 
to disappear.
